Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Written description, enablement, 112 2nd paragraph and 102 rejections as set forth in the previous office action of 1- 
1 3-03 were discussed. In view of applicants' arguments, Examiner Shukla indicated that he would review the 1 02 
rejection and the cited US patent art to determine if all the limitations of the claimed invention were disclosed in the 
cited patent. Examiner Shukla also indicated that he would withdraw the 112 second paragraph rejection relating to 
the claims missing essential steps. He, however, added that step e in the pending claims should be amended to 
include a limitation to indicate that the change in the phenotype or expression level was measured by comparing the 
expression level in a cell (with activated gene expression) treated with a compound with that in a cell (with activated 
gene expression) not treated with the compound. Regarding the enablment rejection, Examiner Shukla reiterated that 
the method was not enabled where any vector was integrated into the genome of the cell. Examiner Shukla further 
reiterated his stand that the specification does not have any description for a method of drug discovery. SPE Reynolds 
noted that the description in lines 26-29 on page 1 1 continued in lines 1-3 on page 12 does not relate to a drug 
discovery method using a cell in which expression of an endogenous gene has been activated rather it relates to a 
method of drug discovery using products made from a cell in which expression of an endogenous gene has been 
activated. Brian Stanton, BPS joined the interview at the end and indicated that he will discuss the issue with Examiner 
Shukla and SPE Reynolds. While he agreed with applicants that in general a description of structure of compounds 
and species of the genus of compounds was not required in a general drug screening method claim, the written 
description analysis was case and fact dependent and that the specification should provide description of the method 
claimed. 
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
